George D. Kouloheras 

Buildings Dedicated October 26, 1997 


George D. Kouloheras was born on January 26, 1913 in the Acre section of Lowell, the 
first child of immigrant parents, Demetrios and Demetra Kouloheras. As a first generation 
American of Greek descent, he is proud of his heritage as a descendent ofNikitaras, a hero of the 1825 
struggle for Greek independence. 

Mr. Kouloheras attended the Greek parochial school, the Bartlett School, and Lowell 
High School where he was Regimental Captain Quartermaster of the Boy Officers Regiment. Mr. 
Kouloheras attended Northeastern University Engineering School. Unable to find employment as 
an engineer during the Depression, he entered the restaurant business prior to securing a position 
asanengineeringanalystof experimental mechanics at the Thomson Laboratory of General Electric 
where he worked primarily on the development of jet engines for forty years until his retirement. 

Married to Stella Athanas, Mr. and Mrs. Kouloheras raised five children, all of whom 
attended the Bartlett School, Lowell High School, and college. As PTA President of the Bartlett 
School, he fought for the rebuilding of the Bartlett after it was destroyed by fire. This began his 50 
year involvement with public education in Lowell, 35 years of which have been as an elected School 
Committeeman on either the Lowell School Committee, the Greater Lowell Regional School 
Committee, or both simultaneously. 

Mr. Kouloheras ' contributions are innumerable, but the five accomplishments of which 
he is most proud include... the creation of the Greater Lowell Regional Vocational High School... his 
fight against gender bias and his support of female athletics, coed cafeterias, and honors by grade 
point, not equal distribution among sexes. ..the development of the McDonough City and Arts 
Magnet Schools. ..his suppport of the city-wide new schools building programs form the 1960's 
through the current $170 million dollar expansion... his staunch support of the Lowell Public 
Schools and his undying faith in its ability to address the educational needs of all the children of 
Lowell. 

In 1994, the Massachusetts Association of School Commitees awarded George D. 
Kouloheras Life Membership in its organization. This year the Hellenic American School presented 
Mr. Kouloheras with its Golden Lamp Award for his outstanding achievements. In February, 
Commissioner of Education Robert Antonucci, presented a Certificate of Recognition for his years 
of committed service and his guiding influence in the Lowell school system. 

Mr. Kouloheras has felt blessed to receive this recognition. He was truly humbled 
however, when his peers voted in 1996 to name the new Lowell High School Library Media Center 
and Academic Wing in his honor.

The LHS Science Club pro- 
vided a variety of science activities 
for its member this year, depending 
on their interests. Students partici- 
pated in BU Biotech Labs, monthly 
Interscholastic Science League com- 
petitions, the Science Olympiad, 
which allowed competition among 
the top students of some 40 high 
schools. Science Bowl, Teams Engi- 
neering Competition, Science Fair and 
the Chemistry Exam Competition. 500 
students were enrolled as members 
while subgroups participated in the 
activities of their choice.

“From 'Bugme' to Termi' questions, the LHS Science League 
opened my eyes to new frontiers in science. Each week the League 
gathered to plan strategies and lay out blueprints for our mo nt lily meets. 
There were three events at each meet. It could be anything from a "bungy 
egg drop" to "physics band." Through the League, I learned to work with 
others in problem solving situations. I also learned from competitors at 
the meet. The LHS Science League was an excellent opportunity toput 
practical knowledge to use in "real-life" problems and to benefit from 
others' knowledge and learn. 

Each fall the BU Biotech Club offere a program where MA high 
school students travelled to BU laboratories to learn various aspects of 
Biotechnology and Biotech Engineering. In my first year I worked with 
recombinant DNA, conducted two science fair projects there, DNAsuars 
Phase I & II wher I used my knowledge to develop a procedure where 
researchers could insert segments of prehistoric DVA into spliced genes 
to figure out the base pairs in the unknown genomes. While my expreiment 
had many flaws, I learned a great deal about genetics from BU. 

The New England Regional Science Bowl was an all-day com- 
petition where teams of four students from high schools aorund New 
England participated in a sort of "quiz show." Our team came in 4th out 
of 80-100 teams! 

The JETS-TEAMS Engineering competition was held at UMass 
Lowell with in two parts. The first was a multiple choice question, whil;e 
the second was a free response section. The questions could range from 
trying to develop the next Olympic style bicycle to developing a space 
station. It was one of the most difficult competitions I have ever partici- 
pated in.

Sensitivity, maturity and an 
open mind were the components nec- 
essary to become a member of the 
GSA, Lowell High's chapter of the 
Gay-Straight Alliance. While it wasn't 
written that these were the ingredi- 
ents for a successful club they were 
the qualities of every member. 

The Rainbow Connection 
sought to provide a safe and compas- 
sionate ear to students who practiced 
alternative sexuality and those who 
were simply their friends. 

Massachusetts was one of 
two states who led the nation in legis- 
lation making it illegal to discrimi- 
nate against people because of their 
sexual orientation, and Lowell High 
led the way in providing the opportu- 
nity for intelligent forums on the 
subject. 

Under the advisorship of 
Health teacher Janet Dendy, the LHS 
GSA brought together students past 
and present and their friends for semi- 
nars on gay and lesbian issues. Stu- 
dents learned how to fend off re- 
marks and attitudes from students 
and adults alike and heard from mem- 
bers of the gay community, their fam- 
ily members, their siblings and their 
supporters from many fields. Students 
learned about their self-worth, their 
bright futures, and their ability to 
bring about change. This year, stu- 
dents of the GSA took brave steps to 
publish articles in the school newspa- 
per, The Review, which quoted impor- 
tant statistics, spoke clearly about dis- 
solving stereotypes, and called for 
action on the part of all LHS students 
to erase homophobia from our halls. 
This was the most courageous of all
